1945  proved  a  very  good  year  for  water,  an  adequate  supply 
being  maintained  both  at  Wirksworth  and  Middleton*  Except  for 
a  short  spell  of  a  week  at  Wirksworth,  thoro  was  a  constant 
supply  throughout  the  District, 

The  Pumping  Plant  at  Wlgwell  worked  very  satisfactorily 
after  the  previous  year*s  overhaul*  Owing  to  the  very  low 
rainfall  in  the  Autumn,  the  pump  was  running  periodically  till 
well  into  the  Now  Year* 

Plan"  for  the  Water  Mains  to  tho  Y/irksworth  and 
fflUidleton  Housing  Sites  havo  boon  submitted  to  tho  Ministry  for 
their  approval. 
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sewerage  &  sewage  disposals- 

As  muoh  attention  as  possible  has  been  given  to  the  Sewerage 
Syetera  especially  with  regard  to  the  clearing  of  silt  etc*,  from 
those  lengths  which  possess  insufficient  fall* 

Che  sewers  throughout  the  Urban  District  as  a  whole  are  badly 

overloaded* 

HOUSING:  ~ 

Che  roads  and  sewers  to  the  Derby  Road  Housing  Site  were 
completed  during  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  New  Year  the  building  of  the 
new  Council  houses  will  be  commenced  and  that  another  step  forward 
will  have  been  taken  to  alleviate  the  housing  conditions  whioh 
have  grown  progressively  worse  during  the  years  of  war* 

With  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  cno  looks  forward  to 
the  possibilities  of  social  improvement  in  general,  particularly, 
inorease  in  Hospital  facilities,  more  accommodation  and  moro 
nursing  staff*  As  I  indioated  in  a  previous  report,  there  is, 

I  think,  a.  roal  need  for  a  General  District  Nurse  in  this  locality, 
and  I  trust  this  provision  may  bo  considered  and  mado  in  tho  near 
future*
